thro ugho ut the latter part o f his sick­ 
ness that he co uld no t reco ver. 
Family l§ at His Bedside. 
When the patient succumbed to the 
burning fever that had been racking 
his bo dy fo r day s agd nights he was 
surro unded by the members o f his 
family , which 
includes 
his father, 
Bisho p Milto n Wright; Miss Catherine 
Wright, Orville, the co -invento r o f the 
aero plane; Reuchlin Wright and Lo - 
rln Wright. 
All o f the family reside 
in this city ex cept Reuchlin, who lives 
In Kansas.

W light’s sickness develo ped when’hls 
fever suddenly mo unted fro m 104 to 
106 and then quickly subsided to its 
fo rmer stage. 
Patient Seized With Chills. 
At this J uncture o f the crisis the pa­ 
tient was seized with chills and the 
attending phy sicians were baffled by 
the turn o f events. 
Chills are un­ 
usual In a patient suffering fro m 
a 
high fever and the do cto rs at Wright’s 
bedside were puzzled. 
The co nditio n 
o f the aviato r 
remained 
unchanged 
thro ugho ut the rest o f the day and 
tljex ^jwis no impro vement until mid. 


Wright at that time began to sho w 
an impro vement and the watchers at 
his bedside 
were 
reassured. 
After 
resting fo r a few ho urs he to o k a sud­ 
den turn fo r the wo rse and his prin­ 
cipal phy sician, Do cto r Co nklin, was 
called, _ The do cto r arrived at 3:25 
and learned that Wright had breathed 
his last a few minutes befo re. 
The patient was seized with ty pho id 
fever May 4 when o n a business trip 
in the east, 
lie returned to Day to n 
fro m Bo sto n and co nsulted the family 
phy sician.
